AMERICAN BAR ASSOCIATION 
ENDORSES QBS 


After thorough study, ABA endorsed the QBS 
process, The QBS Process is contained in the ABA 
Model Procurement Code for State and Local 
Governments. The code was a joint effort by the 
ABA Section of Public Contract Law and the 
Section of Urban, State and Local Government Law. 
On February 13, 1979, the ABA House of Delegates 
unanimously approved the Model Procurement 
Code. 


Article 5 includes provisions governing the award of 
contracts for architect, engineer, and land surveying 
services. Municipalities and other government 
agencies are encouraged to use the Model Code as 
the basis for their own ordinances or regulations. 


NEGOTIATING IS FAIR 


Perhaps the biggest obstacle to the use of QBS by 
municipalities is the problem of negotiating the fee. 
How does the government agency know if it has 
negotiated a fair fee? 


Most selection panels are comfortable determining the 
most qualified professional for the particular project. 
However, they don't have as much experience orknowl- 
edge of the marketplace as the consultants. 


There are several ways to help government agencies 
with this problem. Rather than look at the fee for the 
entire project, the QBS process allows for developing 
a scope with a fee for each major component. Perhaps 
the design professional could furnish the client with 
published cost information for similar projects. If you 
have other suggestions, please call Ila Bishop 303-757- 
3838 with your thoughts. 


If you refuse to accept anything but the best you will 
very often get it.

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GRASSROOTS ’94 A GAS!

Wow! AIA Grassroots ’94 was an incredible experience. I 
was part of the fourteen person contingent sent from Colorado 
to not only represent you, but also to listen and learn about the 
issues and challenges we face as practicing architects. I also had 
the opportunity to get to know our AIA Colorado and chapter 
leaders. Their enthusiasm for fellowship and teamwork is con- 
tagious! 

One of the issues we worked on was the potential legislative 
erosion of the 20 year old Brooks Act which requires that 
architects be selected for federally funded projects based on 
their qualifications; only after selected are the fee’s negotiated. 
This encourages the best use of taxpayer dollars and allows 
architects to be compensated on the fair value of their work, 
instead of the lowest fee. 

This is important because we also learned that we are our own 
worst enemy, that we must work together to raise the public’s 
awareness of our value and importance to society. To that end 
the AIA is initiating awareness programs to be executed at the 
chapter level. AIA Colorado president John Rogers has been 
championing this mission very effectively; wear your AIA pin, 
tell people about architecture, get on community boards and 
committees, and take the time to educate your clients about the 
value you bring to their projects. 

Walking through the Octagon in Washington DC, I was 
reminded of those architects who got together way back in 1857 
to form the AIA. This group of architects recognized that there 
was strength in numbers and their voice would only be heard if 
they were unified. Today we need to remind and educate 
nonmember architects as to the role our AIA plays in keeping 
our profession secure and a vital part of society. 

During Grassroots, hundreds of architects took these mes- 
sages to their representatives on “The Hill.” I had the opportu- 
nity to meet with Representative Patricia Shroeder and the 
assistants of David Skaggs and Ben Knighthorse Campbell. I 
was amazed at how truly open our government is, and how 
interested they were in what we had to say. 

We also learned about an exciting new tool, AIA Online. I 
predict this electronic communications tool will revolutionize 
the way our chapters provide service. Board and committee 
meeting minutes, schedules of events, late bulletins, and E-mail 
will allow instantaneous contact between each individual mem- 
ber. Groups of architects, clients, and governmental agencies 
will be able to “chat” on-line in real time or over a period of time 
via “bulletin boards.” All members will be able to “listen” and 
join in. The positive impact on the environment due to fewer car 
trips and less paper, and the savings in travel time alone will 
more than justify the effort of learning to use this new tool. Being 
able to electronically search through the mountains of informa- 
tion we receive daily means you will be able toefficiently access 
all the information only you need. Space does not permit going 
into the marketing benefits of this tool; that is a future article in 
itself! During an open house at AIA headquarters, Thomas Beck 
and I had the opportunity to personally urge AIA president 
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Chester Widom to consider making this tool a free and unlimited 
benefit (to AIA members); due to a very vocal sentiment 
expressed at Grassroots, they are seriously considering it. 

If I sound excited, I am. I cannot stress the importance of 
being involved if you want to get the most value from your 
membership in the AIA. Opportunities are unlimited at AIA in 
areas of your interest.

AIA COLORADO EXHIBIT 
AT THE DENVER ART MUSEUM 


On February 22, 1994, an exhibit highlighting sustainable 
architectural design was at the Denver Art Museum. Fourteen 
works, created in response to the “Call for Creative and Vision- 
ary Projects” competition, were on display through Wednesday, 
March 2, 1994. 

Architects and design students from across the country were 
invited to submit sustainable design projects which recognized 
our dependence on the environment as a functioning natural 
system by creating physical products that sustain both environ- 
mental and human needs. The award winning design submis- 
sions illustrate attitudes and practices that embrace the concept 
of sustainability, both ecologically and socially, in architecture.

Ron Mason, an architect with the firm of Anderson Mason 
Dale in Denver, conceived of and coordinated this competition 
with the help of a dedicated committee. They felt that “Archi- 
tects should have the opportunity to take a visionary approach to 
this challenge because the realities of the practice of architecture 
does not always afford this opportunity. Here is an opportunity 
to let loose and be inventive.” 

“More than ever before, our survival depends on sustaining a 
healthy global environment. Humans have always altered the 
environment. Sometimes this was constructive but often it was 
exploitative and left natural recovery to chance. When our 
numbers were small, natural systems eventually compensated, 
but today the number of people on our planet has stretched 
natural systems beyond the point of natural recovery. Today, we 
must apply our creative talents in a constructive manner...Our 
ability as humans to visualize a better environment and work 
toward it — by design— is a key to sustaining a balance between 
our activities and the natural environment.” (excerpt from AIA’s 
1993 Design and the Environment)
